Besides  printing  the  Universe 
every  week,  the  Y Press  also 
prints  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity catalogues,  publicity  signs, 
and  almost  any  printing  seen  on 
campus. 

Frank  Haymore,  tall,  genial, 
and  ever  busy,  is  in  charge  of  the 
Y Press.  He  graduated  from 
BYU  in  1939,  and  was  placed  In 
charge  of  the  press  in  1940.  He 
worked  part-time  while  a student 
and  has  grown  up  with  the  press. 

The  Y Press  “just  grew”  from 
the  old  Steno  Bureau,  according 
to  Mr.  Haymore.  This  bureau  was 
part  of  the  business  department, 
where  typing  and  mimeograph- 
ing for  student  programs  was 
done.  It  was  located  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Maeser  building 
where  IBM  is  now. 

Offset  Press  Bought 
The  first  small  press  was  also 
placed  in  this  department.  It  was 
an  offset  press  purchased  in 
1933.  It  had  the  distinction  of 
being  the  only  press  on  the  cam- 
pus for  some  time. 

In  1946,  the  hand-fed  letter- 
press  now  being  used  was  pur- 
chased and  installed  in  its  pres- 
ent location,  where  the  depart- 
ment was  moved  from  the  Maeser 
building,  and  the  work  of  print- 
ing 12,000  copies  of  the  Uni- 
verse each  week  goes  ahead  reg- 
ularly. 

Work  done  by  the  press  in- 
cludes class  schedules,  office 
forms,  public  relations  releases, 
brochures,  programs  for  assem- 
blies, plays  and  lyceums,  tickets 
to  student  activities,  the  Wye 
Magazine,  and  the  student  direc- 
tory.

At  the  present  time  there  are 
3 linotype  machines,  both  hand- 
fed  and  automatic  presses,  large 
and  small  offset  presses,  multi- 
graph and  mimeograph  machines, 
automatic  addressing  equipment, 
and  a variety  of  auxiliary  bind- 
ing machinery,  such  as  stitchers, 
drills,  punches,  round-corner  cut- 
ters, straight  cutters,  and  per- 
forating machines.  Also  planned 
for  the  forseeable  future  is  a 
new  web-fed  perfecting  press  to 
be  used  in  running  off  the  12,000 
copies  of  the  Universe  each  week.
